Also, claims 8 
and 11 have been further amended to recite the same types of 
molecular cores as were previously recited in claims l and xo. 

These amendments are fully supported by the 
specification and claims as originally filed. Accordingly, 
they do not constitute new matter, and their entry is 
warranted. 
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Claims 1-15 were again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 8112 
as allegedly being non-enabled by the specification for 
arrays comprising molecular constructs of undefined and 
unspecified chemical characteristics".

compounds of the presently claimed arrays and methods^ 
Applicants note that a number of non-limiting 
examples of suitable molecular cores are disclosed in 
specification. Furthermore, applicants should not be limite 
only to the specific chemistries disclosed because one of

At the interview, the 
Examiner indicated that the claims as presently amended fully 
meet the criteria of section 112 . 

In view of the above, it is submitted that the 
section 112 rejection has been overcome and should be 
withdrawn. Accordingly, the entire application is now 
believed to be in condition for allowance, early notice of 
which would be appreciated due to the presence of the 
disclaimer.
